There waa a car- 
taia alafs^.ia the \»o, that hee aever 
bemi l a rpasead, ana ia this di^ «f alneella- 
neou.'f receptions and variegated "teas." In 
commercial parlance, there waa "no discount" 
upon good breeding then. 

If ben aad then one found aa ansorubbad 
"scruV or a burly boor it simply serrad to 
heighten the contra.st between vulgar rusticity 
in scattared patches and the easy, high-bred 
aocial charm which was then uniformly diff osed. 
In oonflrmntioa of these claims for that old time 
society, we abould like to republlab the admir- 
able letter from a highly cultivated New Gng- 
laoder which appeared in one of the Maysville 
papen just after the war. As a youth be had 
mingled familiarly with the commuaity that he 
desorib d.
